It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for 
1949 — '32.7  per  1,000  live  births,  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  and  com- 
pares favourably  with  the  National  figures. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report,  1949  has  been  a busy  year  in 
all  departments.  I take  this_  opportunity  on  behalf  of  all  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  of  acknowledging  your  keen  interest  in  our 
work.  It  is  also  a pleasure  to  mention  the  happy  co-operation  which 
exists  between  the  Health  Department  and  all  other  departments  of 
the  Corporation.

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  32,7  is  the  lowest  on  record,  the 
previous  best  figure  being  37.1  in  1948. 
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It  is  pkasing  to  report  that  the  fall  in  the  infant  death  rate  last 
year  has  been  followed  by  the  lowest  infant  death  rate  ever  recorded 
in  the  City  of  Chester,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  average  of 
great  towns  and  smaller  towns. 

There  is  no  cause  for  complacency,  but  it  will  be  noted  that  20 
of  the  29  deaths  occurretl  as  a result  of  premature  birth  and  in  the 
group  of  congenital  malformations,  birth  injuries  and  infantile  disease ; 
of  the  remaining  9,  4 were  due  to  violent  causes  leaving  3 due  to 
pneumonia  and  2 to  diarrhoea.  When  one  remembers  that  in  1947 
there  were  26  infant  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  and  16  to  diarrhoea 
there  is  reason  for  satisfaction. 

The  need  for  research  into  the  causes  of  prematurity  and  the 
causes  of  deaths  in  the  new  born  is  self  evident.  Until  there  is  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  these  conditions  it  is  , doubtful 
whether  the  infant  mortality  rate  can  be  lowered  to  any  appreciable 
extent. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  that  there  was  no  death  from  infect- 
ious disease.

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  prevalent  during  the  year, 
but  were  fewer  than  in  1948. 

There  were  186  cases,  of  measles  compared  with  389  in  1948 

and  99  cases  of  whooping  cough  compared  with  153  in  1948. 

• 

There  were  no  deaths  from  either  disease.  41  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  notified,  many  of  which  were  nursed  at  home. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  but  there  was  no 
widespread  outbreak.

FOOD  POISONING. 

During  the  year  only  three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified, 
a single  case  and  two  members  of  the  same  famil\(. 

The  single  case  occurred  in  a family  where  the  patient  was  the 
only  one  to  experience  symptoms.  The  symptoms  were  suggestive 
of  food  poisoning  but  no  source  was  found.  The  patient  suspected 
sausage  meat,  but  on  enquiry  it  was  found  that  in  addition  to  another 
member  of  the  family  who  ate  the  sausage  meat  and  was  not  affected, 
the  staff  of  the  supplier  of  the  sausages  had  eaten  from  the  same 
consignment  and  were  not  affected. 

The  two  other  cases  notifiejd  occurred  in  the  same  family.  The 
suspected  cause  was  cold  duck  eaten  three  days  after  cooking.  There 
was  no  refrigerator  and  the  weather  was  warm.  Unfortunately,  owing 
to  the  lapse  of  time  before  notification  was  made  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment there  was  no  opportunity  to  submit  the  duck  to  bacteriological 
examination,  nor  was  it  possible  to  examine  faeces  or  vomit  as  the 
attack  had  taken  place  two  days  prior  to  notification.  The  two  were 
the  only  members  df  the  household  and  it  is  very  likely  that  the  cold 
duck  was  the  cause  of  the  symptoms,  all  three  cases  made  a complete 
recovery.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  (Section  22). 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  this  scheme  since  the  last  report. 

During-  the  year  a slig^ht  reduction  was  noted  in  attendance  at 
the  Princess  Street  and  Saltney  Clinios.  This  was  particularly  evident 
in  the  case  of  children  from  1-5  years  of  age.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  this  is  the  result  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and 
it  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether  this  slight  decline  is  continued  in 
succeeding  years. 

The  Blacon  Centre  which  hais  had  the  first  full  year,  has  been 
very  well  attended,  and  the  numbers  increase  as  the  new  houses  are 
built  and  occupied. 

The  work  of  the  Dental  Surgeons  shows  a decrease*.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  mothers  have  visited  private  dental  surgeons. 
In  any  case,  the  School  Dental  Surgeons  who  provided  the  service, 
were  reduced  in  number  owing  to  the  resignation  in  July  of  the  Senior 
School  Dental  Officer.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  & CHILDREN. 

The  Maternity  Department  of  the  City  Hospital  provides  the 
necessary  accommodation  for  a wide  area. 

The  Paediatric  Department  centred  on  the  City  Hospital  has 
accommodation  for  marasmic  and  ailing-  babies. 

Healthy  children  up  to  the  age  cT  three  are  admitted  to  the 
Lache  Nursery  and  children  over  the  age  of  three  to  Eaton  Park  View, 
Wrexham  Road,  both  being  administered  by  the  Child  Care  Committee 
of  the  City  Council, 


NURSING  HOMES. 

The  number  of  Nursing  Homes  registered  at  the  end  of  1949 
was  2.  The  total  number  of  beds  available  was  19  of  which  9 were 
allocated  as  maternity  beds  and  10  were  in  use  for  general  cases. 

MIDWIFERY  (SECTION  23). 

There  are  six  municipal  midwives  employed  by  the  City  Council. 
The  non-medical  supervisor  is  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

During  the  year  all  the  midwives  attended  a course  in  gas  and 
air  analgesia.  All  qualified  and  were  supplied  with  gas  and  air  analgesia

Notifications  of  artificial  feeding  

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  has  decreased  since 

1948  when  228  cases  were  delivered  by  midwives.  It  is  too  early  to  give 
an  accurate  position  under  the  Health  Act.  Difficulties  arise  in  housing 
which  influence  a mother  in  her  choice  of  confinement  at  home  or  in 
hospital. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  the  City  Hospital 
Maternity  Department  was  encouraging  mothers  to  have  home  confine- 
ments. The  position  as  regards  staff  will  be  watched  very  carefullv 
in  1950  as  the  ratio  of  midwivas  to  the  number  of  confinements  in 

1949  is  high.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM, 

No  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  was  notified  during  the  year. 

HEALTH  VISITING  (SECTION  24),. 

There  are  eight  Health  Visitors,  including  a Superintendent 
Health  Visitor,  employed  by  the  City  Council. 

Each  Health  Visitor  i.s  also  a School  Nurse  and  is  responsible 
for  all  Health  Visiting  and  School  work  in  her  area.  Each  in  turn 
assists  at  School  Clinics.,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  Ante 
Natal  Clinic  and  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

Under  the  scheme  prepared  under  this  Section  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  there  were  no  changes,  the  exi.sting  arrangements 
being  maintained.

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE  (SECTION  25). 

The  work  of  this  deipartment  has  proceeded  smoothly  during'  the 
year  althoug-h  there  is  still  a ^shortage  of  staff.  There  is  increasing 
difficulty  in  obtaining  resident  staff. 

During  the  year  an  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  central 
heating  in  the  Nurses’  Home,  the  existing  heating  boiler  being  replaced 
by  a gas  heated  boiler.  The  results  have  been  most  satisfactory. 

The  arrangements  which  were  in  operation  for  visiting  cases  in 
Flintshire  and  Cheshire  reported  in  1948  have  ceased  on  arrangements 
being  made  by  these  Counties  for  their  own  staff  to  deal  with  these 
visits. 


The  number  of  cases'  attended  during  the  year  was  692,  and  the 
total  number  of  visits  paid,  17,367. 

The  nursing  staff  consists  of  a Superintendent  andi  6 nurses. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  (SECTION  26). 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

This  has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous  years ; children  under  5 
years  have  been  immunised  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  children  of 
school  age  in  the  schools  and  school  clinics,  and  general  practitioners 
have  co-.operated  wholeheartedly  in  the  scheme. 

During  1949,  599  children  under  5 years  and  136  children  aged 
5 — 14  years  have  been  immunised. 

In  addition,  1023  have  received  re-inforcing  inoculations. 

The  number  of  school  children  immunised  is  approximately  90 
per  cent  of  the  school  pqpulation  while  between  45  per  cent  and  50 
per  cent  of  the  children  under  5 years  are  immune.

AMBULANCE  SERVICES  (SECTION  27). 

The  City  Ambulance  Service  covers  the  City  area  and  adjoining 
areas  of  Cheshire  and  Flintshire  by  arrangement  with  these  Lot'al 
Authorities, 

During  the  year  a Bedford  Luxury  Ambulance  was  delivered, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  ambulances  to  five,  namely : — 

25  h.p.  Vauxhall — registered  1937. 

18  h.p,  Austin — registered  1939. 

27  h.p.  Humber — registered  1942. 

Be,dford — registered  1948. 

Bedford — registered  1949. 

It  was  satisfactory  to  note  in  December  that  the  amendment  to 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  removed  one  of  the  anomalies 
of  the  Health  Service — namely,  the  responsibility  of  a Local  Health 
Authority  to  tran.sfer  patients  to  their  homes  from  hospitals  in  its 
area.  This  was  a source  of  expense  to  Chester  having  two  lausy  general 
hospitals.  The  amendment  will  ease  the  financial  burden  on  the  rate- 
payers to  a considerable  extent. 

Use  has  been  made  of  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool  and  local  taxi 
proprietors. 

The  extent  to  which  this  sitting-case  car  service  has  been  used 
during  1949  will  be  appreciated  in  the  following  table.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 
, (Section  28). 

There  is  an  Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee  which  continued 
to  function  during  the,  year.  The  suggested  Tuberculosis  After-Care 
Committee  has  not  yet  been  formed  nor  has  the  After-Care  Committee 
for  Mental  Illness.  Discussion  will  take  place  with  the  County  of 
Cheshire  to  ascertain  if  a joint  Committee  could  be  formed. 

PROVISION  OF  NURSING  EQUIPMENT  ON  LOAN. 

The  arrangements  whereby  the  British  Red  Cross  ^Society  pro- 
vided this  service  by  agreement  continued  during  1949.  In  the  last 
Quarter  of  the  year  a review  of  the  work  carried  out  was  considered 
by  the  Health  Committee, 

The  number  of  articles  is.sued  from  18.10.48  (when  the  centre 
Kvas  opened)  to  27.9.49  was  180.  The  annual  cost  was  £‘2.2i^  5s.  qd. 
excluding  cost  of  equipment,  giving  an  approximate  cost  of  ;^i  5s.  6d. 
per  article. 

The  Health  Committee  considered  the  service  and  decided  that 
from  January  ist,  1950,  this  service  be  transferred  to  7,  Grosvenor 
Street,  the  Nur.ses’  Home  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service. 

PROVISION  OF  GARDEN  SHELTER  FOR  CASE  OF 
PUL  MO  NARY  4'U  B E R C U LOS  I S . 

During  the  year  an  outdoor  shelter  was  purchased  and  erected 
by  the  Health  Committee  for  the  use  of  a case  of  ipulmonary  tuberculosis 
di.scharged  from  a sanatorium.  This  has  proved  a great  boon  to  the 
household  and  to  the  patient. 


DOMESTIC  HELPS  (SECTION  29). 

This  scherri'e  proved  exceetlingly  popular  during  1949  and  the 
number  of  Home  Helps  was  increased  from  four.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  eleven  Helps  were  fully  employed. 

The  service  is  organised  under  a part-time  Organiser  whose 
office  is  in  the  Health  Department.  This  scheme  cannot  hope  to  be 
self-supporting  as  the  majority  of  the  applicants  cannot  pay  full  cost. 
It  is  of  great  advantage  to  the  elderly  and  to  old  age  pensioners.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

A Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  nas 
oeen  established.  This  includes  co-opted  members  who  have  had  special 
experience  in  this  type  of  work,  , 

The  general  direction  of  the  service  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  two  Duly  Authorised  Officers  who 
give  part-time  to  this  service  have  attended  special  courses  during  the 
year.  These  were  held  for  Mental  Health  Workers  at  Calderstones, 
Whalley,  Nr.  Blackburn,  and  were  of  great  benefit  to  the  two  Officers. 

The  services  of  psychiatrists  from  the  neighbouring  Upton 
Mental  Hospital  are  available  in  cases  presenting  difficulty. 

Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care  (Section  28). 

Patients  on  discharge  from  Mental  Hospital  who  express  a wish 
to  have  after-care  are  visited  by  Health  Visitors  and  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  and  advice  given. 

Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930.  . 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  report  an  acute  shortage  of  betls 
for  mental  patients.  This  shortage  is  widespread  in  the  Mental  Ho.spitals 
of  the  Liverpool  Region,  A joint  conference  of  Medical  Superintendents 
and  Duly  Authorised  Officers  met  during  the  year  to  di.scuss  the  .situation 
but  no  imme,(Uate  .solution  was  found. 

The  Authorised  Officers  have  joined  the  Local  Association  of 
Duly  Authori.sed'  Officers,  Thi.S'  .Association  meets  at  monthly  intervals 
and  is  of  an  educational  nature  as  lectures  are  given  by  Psychiatrists 
and  Medical  Superintendents  of  Mental  Plospitals.

There  is  still  a grave  shortage  of  beds  for  mental  defectives  and 
no  immediate  improvement  in  the  situation  seems  likely. 

In  ascertainment  of  mental  defectives  every  possible  agency  is 
used,  e.g,,  Schools,  Welfare  Officer,  Probation  Officers,  Health  Visitors, 
House  Property  Department,  Chester  Council  for  Social  Welfare,  and 
Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Workers.

The  major  portion  of  our  work  is  still  carried  out  by  co-operation 
and  informal  action.  The  service  of  54  Statutory  Nuisance  Notices 
was  however  necessary,  but  only  in  two  instances  were  legal  proceedings 
instituted.  Court  Orders  were  made  and  the  work  completed  in  the 
.specified  time. 

HOUSING, 

During  the  year  undertakings  to  close  the  undermentioned  houses 
for  human  habitation  have  been  accepte,dJ  by  the  Council : — 

1,  Victoria  Buildings,  Lower  Bridge  Street. 

7 and  8,  Watkins  Court,  Pitt  Street. 

2,  Keartland  Place,  Lower  Bridge  Street. 

The  Houses  were  incapable  of  repair  at  a reasonable  cost  and  are 
situated  in  areas  .scheduled  for  action  prior  to  1939. 

Overcrowding  is  still  very  acute  and  difficult  to  reduce  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  houses. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Thirty-nine  observations  were  made  and  five  complaints  of 
atmospheric  pollution  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the 
year.  No  Statutory  action  was  necessary, 

Complaints  have  also  been  received  regarding  smells  and  fumes 
from  two  large  factories  in  the  City,  and  efforts  made  to  reduce  the 
nuisances. 

In  one  instance  trial  collecting  plates  were  submitted  for  analysis 
and  a small  deposit  of  Zinc  found.  The  analyst  however,  certified  that 
the  amount  of  deposit  was  not  harmful.  'I'he  firm  in  question  have 
installed  extra  plant  in  an  endeavour  to  avoid  complaints. 
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The  second  case  resulted  from  mechanical  breakdown  and  the 
burning  off  of  chemical  coated  scrap  metal  which  produced  offensive 
smells.  The  nuisance  was  reduced  when  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  cleaning  of  the  metal  before  delivery  within  the  City. 

Sincere  efforts  are  being  madle  by  both  factories  to  avoid  cre- 
ating nuisances  but  it  is  realised  that  mechanical  breakdown  cannot 
always  be  avoided. 

Of  the  factories  given  special  mention  in  last  year’s  report,  one 
has  completely  installed  oil  burning  plant,  and  the  other  has  progressed 
in  the  fitting  of  mechanical  stokers  in  order  to  reduce  smoke  emission. 

The  Railways  and  domestic  chimneys  still  remain  the  principal 
sources  of  smoke  pollution  of  the  City’s  atmosphere, 

CANAL  BOATS. 

The  traffic  on  the  canal  has  fallen  over  a number  of  years  which 
is  reflected  in  the  number  of  inspections  and  consequent  defects 
reported. 

A total  of  30  canal  boats  were  examined  during  1949,  none  of 
which  called  for  attention. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Under  the  scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
a consolidated  grant  of  50  per  cent  of  the  approved  net  expenditure, 
incurred  during  the  financial  year  1949-50,  is  made  to  Local  Authorities. 
Certain  conditions  relating  to  organisation,  employed  methods,  staffing, 
and  the  carrying  out  of  effective  procedure  have  to  be  complied  with 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Ministry. 

Corporation  sewers,  surface  properties  and  private  houses  are 
treated  free  of  cost.  Grant  aid  is  not  available  in  respect  of  expenditure 
incurred  by  the  treatment  of  commercial  or  industrial  premises,  the 
costs  being  fully  re-imbursed  by  the  occupiers  so  that  no  charge  falls 
on  public  funds. 

Rodent  control  in  Corporation  sewers  has  been  intensified.  Two

There  is  little  doubt  that  effective  treatment  of  the  sewers  reduces 
the  complaints  from  surface  properties.  In  built-up  areas  such  in- 
festations are  eventually  traced  to  defective  drains  and  the  complainis 
remedied  following  repairs. 

The  sewers  and  Corporation  refuse  tips  remain  the  major  sources 
of  infestation  in  the  City.  The  tip.  Sewage  works  and  land  adjoining 
are  kept  under  routine  observation  and  receive  12  treatments  during  the 
year. 

The  rodent  staff  (i  Foreman  and  two  operators)  are  engaged 
for  a total  of  five  months  annually  in  the  treatment  of  sewers,  sewage 
works  and  refuse  tips  alone. 

The  result  of  searches,  complaints  and  the  service  to  commercial 
premises  in  the  City  is  shown  in  the  following  table.

I would  again  stress  the  importance  of  fowl  pens  being  built 
at  least  12  inches  off  the  ground,  leaving  a clear  space  beneath,  to 
reduce  infestations  from  this  source. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT. 

Rag  Flock,  used  in  the  manufacture  of  bedding  etd.,  must  not 
contain  more  than  30  parts  of  Chlorine  per  100,000  parts  of  flock.  Two 
samples,  purchased  from  bedding  manufacturers,  have  been  submitted 
for  analysis  and  were  certified  to  comply  with  the  standard,  containing 
13.5  and  22.5  parts  of  chlorine  respectively.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

1,065  visits  have  been  made  to  Restaurants,  Cafes,  Canteens, 
Food  Shops  and  Stores,  special  attention  being  paid  to  their  compliance 
with  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  .A^ct,  1938. 

In  a number  of  cases  arrangements  for  ensuring  a high  standard 
of  personal  hygiene  by  the  staff  were  found  to  be  inadequate.  Especially 
noticeable  was  t^e  absence  of  a satisfactory  s.upply  of  hot  water. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  improvements  carried  out  as  a 
result  of  action  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

At  the  year  end  the  work  in  4 premises  under  (a)  above  and  one 
under  (b)  was  in  progress  but  not  ccwnpleted. 

Lectures  have  been  given  throughout  the  year  to  the  staffs  of 
food  storage,  preparation  and  catering  establishments  on  the  principles 
of  hygiene  and  the  dangers  involved  in  neglect  in  personal  and  kitchen 
hygiene.

LICENSED  PREiMISES. 

Sixty  five  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premLses  and  a compre- 
hensive report  submitted  to  the  Licensing  Justices  for  the  Brewster 
Sessions,  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  sanitary  accommodation 
and  hygiene.  Altei'ations  have  been  made  in  certain  instances  but 
adequate  cleansing  of  drinking  glasses  and  utensils  cannot  be  over- 
stressed. 

Generally  speaking,  the  licensed  premises  in  the  City  are  main- 
tained satisfactorily.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Up  to'  the  end  of  September,  1949,  twenty-seven  (27)  samples 
were  obtained  from  the  bulk  supplies  produced  by  individual  herds  on 
the  farms  within  the  City.  One  sample,  or  3.7%,  was  certified  to  contain 
Tubercle  Bacilli  of  bovine  origin.  This  case  was  reported  to  the  Animal 
Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The 
infected  animal  was  eventually  traced  and  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Orders. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies  Act),  1944,  the 
milk  production  on  dairy  farms  together  with  the  farm  premises  came 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as 
from  the  ist  October,  1949.  Future  samples  of  milk  submitted  by  the 
local  authority  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  will  therefore  consist  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  sold  in  bottles  within  the  City.
